Freyps oF 7ue O. O; I wish to add my mite

pens of the C. 0. members. Last year 1 passed
eome two months in Oregon smoong the Cascade
Mouninins. A weekof the time was delightfully
#penl near @ chain of lakes several thousand feet
gbove the level of the sen. They were Lava, Fish,
and Clear Lakes. The Ialter I desire to describe
slightly. To the very edge of the water the lake
is surronnded by largo forest trees, access to it only
being obtained by a fo th or “trail.” The
siiect of water is beautifui, being about three miles
long and in somo parla & quarter of a mils in
widih; while the depth from within a few yards of
the shore is from 50 to 100feet, and in places sces
futhomless,

The name is oblained from the transparency of
thie wuter, which is a greenish hue. The lake issup-
posed to cover & eunken forest, for you can see tall
rees beneslh you in the water, baving sometimes
to be careful not Lo strike the lops, when in u boat,
wlilch are just under the surface. The water is so
alear you cau plainly distinguish small objects on
the bottom. The lake ends in a series of falls, and
then forms the MeKenzie River. Fish are very
plentiful, particulariy trout, three of us eatehing
over a hundred in two hours, many weighing two
and three pounds each,

The country surrcunding tihe lakes hos hiardly
felt the encroachment of civilization, remuining in
all the pristine grandeur snd symmetry in which
nature has clothed it

Mauny faisilies visit this section during the Sum-
mer, ooining in some instances 50 and 60 miles,
bringiug tents, and form plessant little eamps,
Friends wmeet here from opposite sidesof the Range
that do not sec ench other the rest of the year: in
fuct it is a place of family reunions, Gawe is ulso
plentifel, such as deer, elk, and some bear, making
this beautiful spot a paradise to sportsmen. )

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OUR RURAL TOPICS.

Some Practical Suggestions for Our

Agricultural Readers.

FAVORABLE CONDITIONS.

Practical farmers who are continually work-
ing upon the soil year after year kuow that
there are certain conditions that must have an
influeuce upon growing crops. They prepare
the ground the same, manure the same 18
nearly as it is possible to do so, and yet the
crops from year to year will be as unlike as it
is possible to be, almost. For instance, last
year the onion crop in the early part of the
season was ono of great promise, but as the
season advanced a change soemed to como over
the crop from an unknown cause that occa-
sioned, in somo sections at least, an almost
total failure of the crop. The onions wers
swall and would not keep as well as usual
We are led to believe that all erops are more
or less influenced by atmospheric conditions
that are imperceptible to our senszes and are
liable to oceur st any time, Whether science
will ever be able to discover what these infla-
ences are, or when they will oceur, remains to
be seen, with the donbt preponderating.

The fact that growing crops are greatly in-
Jjured or totally destroyed by the recurrence of
conditions that science has as yet failed to
predict or expluin, is a very strong reason why
so many farwers are slow to recognize the
value of science as applied to agricullure.
They fail to recognize the fact that science
cannot explain or overcome all difficulties in

agriculture any more than in other directions,
Furmers deal more extensively with nature
than any other class of laborers, and without
understanding all her laws they must not ex-
pect to be able to separate all the favorable
conditions from the uufavorable to aid them
in & successful career.— Germantown Telegraph.
ENRICHING DY NATURAL MEANS.

In sowe sections of our country there isa
very strange feeling that farming does not pay,
while in other sections there is np complaint,
and observation alone shows that farming can
be mads to pay. Very much depends upon the
amount of intelligence that is brought into ex-
ercise in the management of affairs, Itis a
very good idea, when the soil from itg freedom
from stones will admit of it, to keep the land
doing something most of the time in the way
of producing erops, The excellent resultsthat
follow a system of crop rotation, with a mod-
erate supply of mauure, recommend that
method of farming. By that system clover
comes in a8 an important factor in fertiliza-
tion. Iu seeding to gruss clover ia really the
foundation, and the deop extending roots which
bring up plant food from low down in the soil
will at the time of plowing, say the third year
from seeding, furnish & large supply of plaut
food from & source that other plants fail to
reach, which is in reality so muctll addition to
the stock of material otherwise at hand. As
an easy means of adding fertility as well as a
favorable mechanical condition to the soil,
nothing will supersede the growing of clover,
since both the atmosphere and the decper soil
contribute to the supply.

LOW WAGONSH,

We bave repcatedly urged the use of low-
wheeled and broad:tived wagons for general use
on the farm, and we notice tho Farmer's Keview
bas done licowise, and has elicited the follow-
ing details of experience from two of its sub-
seribers, one residiug in Missouri and the other
in Colorado:

* As regards low and high-wheeled wagons,
will say that I have been using low ones for
the last two years—-30-iuch hind wheel, 26-inch
front. 1 see very littledifference in the draft,
though no doubt they do pull a little heavier
than the high-wheel wagon, and 1 shouid not
think of using them on long hauls, but in haul-
ing bay and manure distances of not over a
mile, it really scems to me immaterial whether
a wagon turns a little hard or notso long as you
do not put on over a ton and a half to a horse.
My manure wagon is 14x7; my bay wagon
1359, perfeetly flat on fop, same as adrsg. |
think the worst fauls in the construetion of
farm wagons is the disproportion between the
hight of the hind and front wheels, and that
the tires are muech too narrow.”

“I can respond to your request by giving
some experience with low-wheeled wagons,
Oniy once, several years ago, I saw an ad. of a
new-style wagon, the picture and deseription
of which pleused me so well that I had my hard-
ware dealer send for it. The whesls aro 34 and
40 inches with 8 and 33-inch tire. ‘The front
wheels can turn completely round under the
hed, which makes it extremely handy to tarn
round. Bed is nearly 5 by 14 feet, 4% inches
deep, with good provisions for extraside-boards,
wihich are scldom needed. Contrary to my ex-
pectutions, we have negver discovered it to run
heavier than common wagons, aud I should be
inclined to prefer it even for a long joarnoy,
while on farm I would have no other that
1 know of.” I lately disposed of this wagon to
a drayman at nearly first cost, pnd he thinksit
s bonanza, while I sent for two new ones,which
1 found grestly strenghthened and improved,
though I had discovered no weakness or defi-
ciency. They are warranted to bear 6,000
pounds, and I should not hesitate to put it on,
though they weigh little ifany more than com-
mon. I would not intimate the maker's ad-
dress, as I think they can well afford to adver-
tise it, aud cannot see why they do not.”"—Ez-
change.

“ polished off” 50 as to present their best ap-
pearance, by dipping cach specimen in milk
aud rubbing it with a woolen cloth when nearly
dry.

—The tract known as the “ Florida Mead-
ows,” in Orange Couunty, N, Y., coutains sbout
a thousand acres of land devoted to onion enl-
ture, The crop varies from 300,000 Lo 560,000
bushels of onions annvally. A pumber of
growers have as many as 20 acres under culti-
vation. The land is worth from $250 to §600
per acre,

— Now isa good time to begin to think sbout
preparations fur warming water for your eosws
to driok this Winter. E. W. Stuart, in the
Country Gentleman, says walershould be warmed
to & Summer temperature of from 60 to 70 de-
groes. Ixperiments show that such warming
produces a gain of from 5 to B per cent. in the
yield of wmilk ; but, of course, the first thing to
secure is a warm aod well-ventilated stable. It
would be u waste to warm water in a cold stable.

— As illustrating the extreme susceptibility
of wilk to odors, Henry Stewart relates the fol-
lowing: “I have detected the odor of tobaceo
smoke in butter churned from the cream sub-
Jjected to the odors of pipes smoked in a room
adjoining a dairy, and by the man while he
was at work. Aun iustance which shows this
sensitivencss of milk and cream onee happen-
ed in my dairy, A skuidk got into the dairy
through the drain and ate the cream. When
detected, he was driven out and shot as he
omerged from the drain. The overpowering
odor tainted e?erythiﬁ; in the dairy—milk,
cream, butter not packed, and some packed in
tubs. Everything had to be destroyed. The
butter was wade into soap.

Moses, on account of his sin at Kadesh-Meri-
bah, was denied the privilege of entering the
Fromised Land. God thuos punished the iw-
paticuce, disobedience and impetnosity of
Moses. He died on Mt. Pisgah and was buried
uear by in a valley. Thirty days followed with
a civil mourning, Prior to death Moses had
besought God to select a successor, and God
designated Joshna. Moses had inangurated him
into office, (Nu,, 27:18, 23.) The time came
when Joshua was to begin his duotics, It is
clear he felt diffidence, springing probably not
from distrust in God, but from consciousness
of his inferiority to Moses, from apprehensions
as Lo the loyalty to him of his peopls and from
a renlization of the great work beforehim.

1. The successor of Moses. Mon die, but God
keeps filling their places. A dies and it seems
4 great eunterprise will become extinet; but,
lo, B appears, and in a little whils A is known
only by a monument.

Providence is not coufined to
any onc agent. In anticipation of the deaths
of leading men, God is all the time training
youths who can become worthy suceessors.

18-23.) The successor of Moses was wisely
chosen. He was a son of Nun, of the tribe of
Lphraim; bora iu Egypt; for 62 years a slaye;

of Moses for 40 yours, (Ex., 24:13); one of the
12 spics sent out from Kadesh-Barnea; one of
the two spics who made a favorable report and
exhorted the people to go immediately into the
Promised Land; a soldier in spirit—courage~
ous; probably the author of the book of Joshua,
except the last eight verses; not known to be
Ela:‘:i'riul; & good orgaunizer; full of faith in

2. God’s instructions to Joshua. It is said
God spake to Joshua. Jehovah probably com-
manicated with Joshaa in ways similar to
those he employed in giving information to
Moses, It scems that before this Joshua re-
ceived instructions from God through Moses,
bui now he must learn direct from God, as
Moses bad learned. In our lesson God prob-
ably uttered words distinet from the Shekinahb,
It is likely Joshua songht instructions through
channels common to Moses. Waiting u com-
munication, God appeared and spoke. Notice
the instroctions. a. Arise. (V. 2.) Joshus was
to follow a very busy man. The offies into
which be had been installed was not an indo-

hie lack faith? Was he afraid? Calvin sccounts
for God’s exhortution thos: ** Beeause even
some of the bravest wen, although fully pre-
pared belorehand, either stand still or hesitate
when the thing has te be done, this exhorta-
tion to Joshua, to gird himself at once for the
oxpedition, was by no means superflucus;
though his call was ratified again, not only ior
his own sake, but in order that the people
mwight not hesitate to follow him, with their
miuds collected and calm, when they suw that
he took no gtep without the guidance of God.”
Moses was particular always to secars divine
intimations of duty, and the people would have
thought Joshua presnmptunus to act withouta
specific order from Jehovah. b, * Go over this
Juﬂn.” (V.2.) We notice the children of
Is had reached a point where only the river
ran between them and the western side of the
Promised Land.

A miracle was
demanded in order to pass over to the other
slde. There was a precedent, which Joshua
had himselfl witn » when Moses led the Is-
ruclites over the bed of the Red Sea. ¢ “Be
strong and of good ceurage.” (V. 6; also V. 7.)
Joshua needed sell-possession. He must nog be
daunted by the fierceness of the enemy. He
must not magnify difMeultics. A leader can-
not inspire others if they see he weakens at
all. The power of one man to set others into
enthusiasm, even to rally the discosraged, was
illustrated in the easo of Sheridan at Winches-
ter. The massesof the Israclijs quailed before
the Canaanites. Their leader must be 3 wan
* yvery conrageous.” (V.7.) d. * Be not afraid,
neither be thou dismayed.” (V.9.) They who
might well be alarmed were the Canaaunites.
(Ex., 23:27; Deun., 2:25; 11:35.) Reforence
is doubtless made to the demoralized condition
of the Israelites at Kadesh-Barnea, when told
of the giants, the foseed cities, ete. God bhad
commanded the Israelites to be fearless. (Deu.,
31:6.) e Study the law. The law was then
the pentateuch—a small Bible indeed—only
the first five books of the present volume of
Holy Seripturca. Joshua must be familiar with
God's Word. f. “Observe to do according to
all the law.” (V.7.) A copy of the Pentateuch
was deposited in theside of the Ark of the Cov-
coant. (Deu., 31:9,28.) To do is more than
to know. Having the beok in mind and exe-
cating its commandments are quite different,
Joshua was to use his seriptural knowledge,
The word “observe” (V5. 7, 8) is from a He-
brew root, meaning to be hard, rigid, diamond
or adamantine-like. Figuratively it means to
stare, to keep a fixed look. Joshua was never
to lose sight of his book of instructions, He
was to keep straight shead in the line of its
Commandments, never turning off any tangent
to the right or left. (V.7.) g *“For unto the
people shalt thou divide for an inheritance the
land.” (V.6; also Den., 31:7; 1:38; 3:28.)
We have the boundaries specified. Verse 4
and Deu., 11: 24, give the boundaries as fol-
lows: On the north by Lebanon; on the south
by the Arabian Wilderness or desert; on the
cast by the Euplirates; on the west by the Med-
iterrnnean Ses. The expression '“this Leba-
non” (V, 4) implies the snowy summit was
probably in sight of Joshua when God addressed
him. All this territory belonged to peoples
known as Hittites. (1 Ki,, 10:29; 2 Ki., 7:6.)
The more comprehensive name of the inhabit-
anta was, however, Canaanites, of whom there
were seven nations, the Hittites being one.
The reason why the Hittites are specified is
that they lived in the southern portion of the
country into which part Joshua was about to
enter.

3. God's encouragement to Joshus. a. “ Not
any man be able to stand before thee.” (V.5.)
The word stand is eguivalent to withstand,
No one would be able to conquer him. This
was & promise made to Joshua by One who
knew thoe future, and in Whom Joshua had con-
filence. The promise was before made to the
Israelites in general. (Peun, 7:24.) 5. “I will
be with thee,” (V.5; also Den., 31:7, 8, 23:
Josh,, 3:7; 6:27.) “As I was with Moses.”
(V. 5; alse Ex., 3: 12; Josh.,, 1:17.) Werecall
the promise of Christ to his 12 Apostles. (St.
Mntt., 28: 20.) “I will not fail thee nor forsake
thee.” (V.5. Bee also Den,, 31:6,8; 1 Ki,,
§:57; 1Chron,, 23:20; Heb., 13:5.) ¢. “ Then
thoeu shalt make thy way prosperons, and then
thou shalt bave good success.” (V.8; Deu,,

20:9.)

The War Depariment gives
the number of Uniton soldiemn who died while pris-
oners as 29.755; but these flgures are grossly -
perfect, a8 there are 30,000 graves at the prisous of
Salisbury, Andersonville and Florence alone, with-
out laking into nceount the dead in 13 other promi-
neunt prisons. The War Department aulmits hav-
ing evidenes to show that about 45,000 died in rebel
prisons, bul havinzg noe exasel figures, declines o
give this report. The number of rebels who died
while prisouers was 26771, und these figures are
probubly sceurate, as we kept a refinble account
of all who died. The entire number of Union sol-
diers eaplured was 212, 608, of whom over 21 per cent,
died in rebel prisona. The entiro number of rebel
soldiers captured was 476,169, of whom iess than 6
per cent, died in Union prisons,
